Tlic reply filed on 12 May 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or niattcr(s): At 
page 5, first paragraph, of tlie response applicant states "that claim 27 was canceled in the Second Supplemental Reply after Final 
filed on August 12, 2002. Thus, claims 18-21, 23-26, and 30-3 1 are correctly pending in the present application " A review of the 
record, however, indicates that claims 18-35 are pending. In pertinent part, After Final Amendments were filed on 06/17/02, 06/20/02 
(resubmitted 07/16/02), and on 8/12/02. None of these responses under 37 CFR 1.116 were entered, as is indicated in the Advisory 
Actions of 7/01/02, 7/30/02, and 8/26/02. The RCE filed 09/17/02 only requests that the After Final Amendment of 6/17/02 be 
entered. Entry of the amendment of 6/17/02 resulted in the amendment of claim 1 8 and the addition of new claims 30-35.
